Only through a liberal inter- 
pretation of the city’s merit 
system rules was it possible for 
jan Richardson to have a hear- 
ing before the. city’s board of 
appeal Tuesday. If the wording 
of the rules had been followed 
strictly, he would have been 
discharged at the outset. 


HEARING 


Suffice it to say, several 
things were accomplished at the 
hearing. In fact, the hearing 
actually included more than Mr. 
Richardson; also Police «Chief 
Ralph H. Palmer and City Man- 
ager E)win Alder, Each was 
queried by the attorney for 
Richardson and by the board 
members. The result should be 
a more effective law enforce- 
ment agency. 


The hearing in no way ‘decided 
the guilt or innocence, of the 
three prisoners. Disposition of 
the Richardson case should like- 
wise in nO way permit any 
“break out’? of juvenile hood- 
lumism, as some observers pre- 
dict if Richardson is discharged. 
Handling of any lawlessness 
should, in fact, be much more 
effective in the future than in 
the past because of this unfor- 
tunate incident. 


Our sympathies from the out- 
se\ and at the present are with 
Ian,.a very likeable young man, 
with highly respected parents 
and who has given much of his 
time with the Boy Scouts and 
other worthwhile groups. 


Our sympathies cannot carry 
us to the point, however, of be- 
lieving chat a police officer with 
the record he has made while 
on duty can long serve the com- 
munity effectively. His errors 
are those of judgment while on 
duty — and perhaps lack of 
knowledge of what is expected 
of a municipal employe as well 
as a police officer under special 
or all. circumstances, . 


Rules of conduct under which 
Upland policemen serve are 
printed for the edification of all 
concerned.’ Already under one 
suspension for an incident in 
November, the new offense spe- 
cifically ealls for **dismissai”’. 
It says so in black and white in 
the merit system regulations. 


Police Chief Palmer’s sympa- 
thies are with his officer and 
he told the hearing board ‘I 
would like to have him back.’ 
Wanting him back in good stand- 
ing on the police force is one 
thing. Observing previousiy 
adopted rules dnd abidmg by 
them is another thing. 


Further attention will doubt- 
less be centered on the city’s 
law enforcement organization 
as the result of this hearing and 
of this incident. 


Chief Palmer was questioned 
as to what in-service training 
the officers are receiving. Do 
the men know all the rules un- 
der which they work? And do 
they know the most possfhle 
about how to meet the daily 
problems of law violators? Some 
of those questions were not ask- 
ed but residents would like to 
know the answers. 


The police chief, who also is 
well liked as a person and has 
many, many loyal friends, told 
the hearing board a_ sergeant 
is in charge of the training and 
he didn't know to what extent 
instruction was being given. It 
is possible the police chief him- 
self is partly responsible for 
Jan Richardson finding himself 
in his present status. 


As to the city manager, he 
might handle the situation a 
little differently if it were to 
re-occur, Or, maybe not, for he 
recognized a serious violation 
in the merit system rules; then 
waited for his police chief to 
act. When no action came from 
the west end of the city hall, 
the east end acted. 


Upland city government should 
always be the center of an alert 
citizenry. At the moment, many 
people are thinking about the 
local police situation and other 
phases of government, 


A continuing interest is highly 
valuable and it is too bad it 
takes an unhappy incident to 
stir up public attention. 


Law enforcement and devel- 
opment of adequate recreational 
facilities are two of the major 
problems In this and any pro- 
gressive, growing community. 

The high interest now pre- 
vailing might be diverted to the 
task of bringing the police agen- 
cy to its maximum efficiency 
_- and in providing recreationa} 
facilities to match the demand 
of the youths.
